Some of our large breeders and deal- 
ers in blooded horses have used silos 
for many years, and there is scarcely 


a farmer with a silo who does not 
feed silage in some form to his! 
horses. Of course it should be used 
much as grass is used, that is, in 
small rations ahd principally | for 
horses not at heavy work. Only | 
good silage should be used in the 


horse ration, 

As a ration for sheep it has long 
met with success, and there are many 
feeders who use it on a large scale. 
Not long ago a sheep-feeding farm 
was visited where 10,000 sheep recetv- 
ed corn silage as a of their 
ration. It has hardly come to its 
own in this capacity, but the sheep 


part 


feeder will certainly use the silo more 
in the future, especially if he wishes 
to make economic gains. 

For poultry and swine, small ra- 
tions of silage can be wisely used. 
Some poultrymen use what is known 
as a.chicken silo, a small silo filled 
with kinds green fodder. 
Sunflowers, especially, are valuable 
but a mixed ration has bgen consid- 
ered the best. For fattening swine 
it should not be used as the principal 
ration, but can be used as a small or 
part ration. As the feed is rather 
bulky, it will not do to force swine 
to eat too much, as their stomachs 
are small. On the average farm 
where all kinds of livestock are kept, 
care should be taken to put up the 
best quality of silage. This general- 
ly can be accomplished by cutting at 
the right period, giving care to bring 
as quickly as possible from the field 
to the ensilage cutter. Cut fine with 
sharp knives and pack well. These 
are the principal requirements for 
good silage. Of course, it is expect- 
ed that the silo be tight and smooth 
on the inside. With such a silo fill- 
ed, it stands as a bank or storehouse 
from which the farmer can draw at 
any time and from ‘which he can al- 
ways realize a profit.

The first force consisted of 16 of- 
ficers, 201 men and 244 horses. -The 
troops travelled by way of Chicago 
Fargo and marched across the 
plains. In 1874, three hundred po- 
lice set out from Fort Garry for the 
junction of the Bow and Belly river | 
and a portion was detached to Ed- | 
monton. An old trading centre, Fort | 
Whoopup,:near the present city of | 
Lethbridge, was first reached. The | 
second centre was an Old Man's river 
and Fort McLeod was estaptished. | 
The police found plenty of work with 
the whiskey traders and soon gained | 
the respect of the settlers and even 
the Indians, for their fair treatment. 

In 1874, a fort was established at 
Calgary. Colonel Jarvis, with 40° 
men, had,charge of Fort, Edmonton, 
where a Hudson Bay fort had been 
established since 1795.

Indians Get Treaty Money, 

Paying treaty money to the Indians | 
in the iar north, a record canoe trip | 
of nearly 3,000 miles in 80 days has | 
been completed.by a party of four 
government officials. Swollen rivers 
made the trip hazardous but an In- 
dian guide successfully shot the Dip- 
per Rapids, a feat hitherto unachiev- 
ed. A total of $11,200 was distrib- 
uied among 2,124 Indjans of 12 dif- 
ferent bands, Each Indian was giv- 
en $5 with an additional $15 for each 
head man, of which there are two in 
each tribe and an extra $25 for each 
chief.

Culling Hens for Winter 


Poor Layers Should Be Disposed Of 
At Once. 

All flocks that have not been cull- 
ed during July and August should be 
All specimens that 
show by the various tests that they 
have not'becn good layers should be 
disposed of on the market or consum- 
ed at home. Don't sell to your 
neighbors or someone else the hens 
that are not good enough for you to 
keep. . > 

Don’t neglect to feed your hens 
during the molting period just as welt 
as during the heavy laying season. 
Feed is necessary for the growth of 


| feathers as well as for the produc- 


tion of eggs. 

The pullets should be housed in 
their winter quarters as soon as poss- 
ible. A well-balanced ration should 
be fed to get them laying, as no doubt 
eggs will be high in price this winter, 
If given prope: care, the early-hatch- 
ed pullets are the ones that can bé 
depended upon to produce early win- 
ter eggs.

About @#vo thousand head of Cana- 
dian cattle arrived at Antwerp, Bel- 
gium, a few weeks ago. The city of 
Paris, which is expected-to complete 
a contract for the purchase of cattle 
in Canada, had two presentatives on 
hand to examine the quality of the 
animals sent to Belgium, their condi- 
tion on arrival and the requirements 
for receiving such cargo.

Most Wheat of High Grade 


Every Indication of an Excellent 
Grade Being Maintained. 

George Hill, Dominion Government 
Grain Inspector at Calgary, Alberta, 
is authority for the statement that 
never before during his long experi- 
ence in Western Canada there 
been such a_small percentage of low 
grade wheat as there is from the new 
1920 crop. 

The most agreeabl feature in con- 
nection with the whole of the present 
conditions is that there is every indi- 
cation of the excellent grade of wheat 
being maintained, as threshing this 
year has been carried out under ideal 
weather conditions. 

There was a general feeling among 
grain men that wheat grown on irri- 
gated districts did not come up to 
that grown on non-irrigated land. 
While the yield may be greater, it 
was considered that the grain had not 
the same hardness. That theory, this 
year, however, has been entirely ex- 
ploded as some of the finest samples 
of wheat this season have come from

Sir Robert Baden-Powell and His

When one sees these boys and girls 
of all nations meeting on a common 
footing, and moved with the sare 
spirit, one cannot but hope that here 
at least lies one practicdt step in the 
direction of fostering the ideals for 
which any League of Nations should 
stand, writes Sir Robert Baden- 
Powell in the Cornhill Magazine, de- 
scribing the great inovement which 
charmed London a few weeks ago by 
its splendid-display at Olympia, and 
which owed its origin to Baden- 
Powell. ‘ 

The organisation of the Boy Scouts 
is as follows, says Sir Robert:— 

By troops of about 30 or 40, group- 
ed according to age and psychology 
of the child, thus:

Girls—Brownies, under 10, 

Scouts and guides, 11 to 15.

It is a considerable strain upon 
public patience to be subjected to 
severe shortages of fuel from time to 
time, and, on the other hand, to read 
frequent statements to the effect that 
about one-sixth of the tota} coal re- 
sources of the world is possessed by 
Canada, 

To. promote a more general under- 
standing of the nature of the numer- 
ous problems imvolved in making 
greater use of our own fuel resources, 
the Commission of Conservation car- 
ried out a thorough survey of the 
whole situation, and, in 1913, publish- 


ed the results in a volume entitled 
“Canservation of Coal in Canada,” 
compiled by W. J. Dick. Mr. Dick 


made a very exhaustive study, cover- 
ing the following problems: 

@) Improvement of Canadian 
mining methods; 

(2) Cheap power problem in the 
Prairie Provinces; 

(3) Domestic fuel problem of the 
Prairie Provinces; 

(4) Utilization of low grade fuels; 

(5) The coking of coal.

Big Trade Being Developed With 
Australia and New Zealand. 

The cement industry on tne Pacific 
Coast of British Columbia has, with 
the opening of new markets, received 
a sudden impetus and the outlook in 
that industry has never looked so 
favorable as at the present time, 

Within the past few months Aus- 
tralia, New Zealand, South America 
and the Fiji and Phillippine Islands 
have commenced to bid for British 
Columbia cement. In this export 
trade, Vancouver Island has a distinct 
advantage over other Pacific cement 
plants on account of its tide-water 
location and easy access to sea trans- 
portation, 

During the last three or four 
months the British Columbia C-ment 
Company has shipped 7,000 barrels of 
cement to Australia, and another 3,000 
barrels will be leaving shertly for the 
same destination, Three thousand 
barrels have been sent to South Am- 
erican ports, and small lots have been 
contracted for in New Zealand, the 
Fiji group and the Phillippines. This 
new-born market will be nourished 
and extended in the hope that the 
British Columbia industry may secure 
a permanent footho'd in the cement 
trade of these lands. Before the war 
the company made no attempt to 
supply the demand outside British 
Columbia. 

The demand for cement has grown 
to such proportions lately that the 
company is now preparing to re-open 
its Bamberton plant, which has been 
closed for about four years. The Tod 
inlet unit has a capacity for preduc- 
ing 900,000 barrels of cement a year, 
and the Bamberton plant’s output is 
600,000 barrels.

Advocates Rape For Lambs, 

The South Dakota College of Agri- 
culture at Brookings advocates the 
use of rape grown in grain fields as a 
pasture for lambs, The practice in- 
creases the fertility of the soil and 
promotes the destruction of weeds. 
Experiments have shown ‘hat lambs 
fed oats while on rape pasture make 
greater gains than those fed corn or 
barley while on rape pasture. In 
two tests lambs on rape gained «37 
and .34 of a pound; lambs receiving 
corn and rape gained .37 and .32 of a 
pound; lambs receiving rape and bar- 
ley gained .43 and .37 of a pound, and 
lambs receiving oats and rape gained 
43 and .38 of a pound per head daily.

| To Help Dairy Farming |Facing High Temperatures 


Men Who Make Calcium Carbide 
Wear Asbestos Clothing. 

Few people know who has to face 
the highest temperature ever devised 
by human agents, It is the man 
who makes calcium carbide, that 
greyish substance which is used in 
thousands of cycle and motor lamps 
to generate acetylene. Carbide is 
composed of a mixture of lime and 
coal, The two substances are placed 
in an electric furnace, and a temper- 
ature of over 5,400 degrees F, is gen- 
erated, That is over 2,000 degrees 
more than is necessary to melt cop- 
per, iron or platinym, It requires 
3,000 horse-power of electrical energy 
to obtain the necessary degree of 
heat in the furnace. Tapping the 
furnace and pouring off the molten 
carbide is a warm job. The work- 
men need asbestos clothing and 
strong masks to protect them from 
the tremendous heat and glare.

The 1919 supplement to the Sas- 
katchewan Brand Book has just been 
received from the printe-, according 
to Brand hecorder W. #. Windeatt, 
and may be purchased from his office, 

The record calls attention to the 
followiag. “The council of every 
municipality shall at the expense 
the mauricipality provid: each of its 
poundkespers and its secretary with 
a copy of the latest published list of. 
brands reco.ced under the act.” 

“Owne-s of brands recorded cither 
by aliotm nt or tra sfer during the 
year J%]6 should remember,” said 
Mr. Windeatt, “that their tenure of 
ownership will expire on March 31, 
1921. If they desire to retain the 
lawful use of the brand or brands 
recorded in their names, they should 
at once take steps to guard against 
the possibility of annoyance caused 
by cancellation. They should return 
to the department the old certificate, 
accompanied by the fee of $2 for 
each brand requiring renewal. On 
receipt of these, a new certificate will 
be issued for each brand renewed.” 

Owing to the fact that brands were 
continually being recorded while the 
supplement was going through the 
press, animals are occasionally be- 
ing impounded whose brands do not 
appear in it. When this happens, 
poundkeepers should apply to the 
brand recorder and they will be sup- 
plied, free of charge, with the name 
and address of the owner of any such 
brand, provided it has been recorded 
in Saskatchewan, 


Salmon Pack Is 
Worth Millions 


Top Notch Piices Have Been Paid 
B.C, Fishermen, 


This year’s sockeye pack in B.C. is 
practically finished, and with an im- 
mediate prospect of a poor market 
for the cheaper grades* of salmon, 
The sixty-two canneries operating on 
the coast are preparing to close down 
for the season. 

An averaged-sized pack has been 
put up. Fishermen have been paid 
top notch prices—500 per cent, more 
than in some previous years—and the 
cannery owners have already sold 
the estimated pack of 350,000 cases 
of sockeye at a total price of seven 
million dollars, 

Another five millions are expected 
to be realized from the sales6f@hums, 
pinks, red springs and-cohogs;‘so that 
the total return from the pack of 
twelve million will rank away beyond 
anything ever obtained in cash re- 
turns in the history of the industry. 

Canneries on the river's inlet broke 
all previous records, The Fraser did 
much better than expected, in view 
of the bad showing of some recent 
years, and the traps of the Vancouver 
Island coast are credited with yield- 
ing one-tenth of the total pack. ak

This 
metal changes its clecttical _resist- 
ance under the influence of light. In 
the Optophone five minute beams of 
light fall upon the printed letters and 
are reflected on toa selenium cell 
which forms part of a telephone cir- 
cuit. The blind operator sits.with 
the telephone réceiver to his ear and 
moves thevline of type along. Each 
letter, according to its shape, alters 
the currents in the telephone circuit

Demand For Farm Machinery. 

The harvesting of the record crop 
in Alberta this year has resulted in 
unprecedented business in binders be- 
ing done throughout the province by 
the machine companies handling this 
important piece of harvest machinery. 
In fact, implement houses all over the 
Canadian West are benefitted by this 
season’s heavy yield of wheat, oats 
and other grain, and many state they 
have done a bigger business this year 
than ever before. There is also a big 
demand for plows and tractor$ for 
the fall work, ; 


Fall Ploughing 


’ 

Many Reasons Given to Show the 
Benefits of Plowing in the 
Fall. 

Every grain grower knows that one 
year with another best results in 
grain growing are secured from fall 
ploughing land seeded early in the 
spring. Seasons are often late and 
backward with cold nights and wet 
days. This holds back work in the 
fields until one must make every ef- 
fort to get the crops in on time, If 
ploughing must be done in the spring, 
the work is considerably more than 
doubled. This, of course, extends 
the sowing season attd consequently 
usually results in a smaller crop. 

Weeds take a heavy toll from our 
field crops, varying all the way from 
practically no loss tea total loss. Fall 
ploughing, particularly early fall 
ploughing, is a very great check to 
most kinds of weeds. Fall plough- 
ing will not destroy quack grass, Can- 
ada thistle, or sow thistles, but it will 
do much to destroy annual weeds, 
such as wild oats, pigeon grass mus- 
tard, pig weeds, ete, Early fall 
ploughing prevents many of these 
weeds that are growing in the stubble 
from producing seed. Ploughing also 
covers many of the weed seeds and 
gives them a chance to grow to be 
kijgd later by freezing. 

Moisture is one of the limiting fac- 
tors in our crop production, While 
we often have too much moisture, we 
seldom get through a season where a 
field worked to conserve moisture 
will not show an advantage over a 
field poorly worked. Fall ploughing 
breaks up the hard crust of the 
stubble field and thus checks the 
evaporation of moisture from the sub- 
soil. It also provides a loose surface 
so that any rain that falls will more 
readily settle into the ground, 

Plant food is liberated quite largely 
by the decomposition of rotting vege- 
table matter in the soil. Decomposi- 
tion can take place only where there 
is both air and moisture, Hay does 
not rot in the stack or mow, because 
it is kept dry. Silage does not rot 
in the silo, because air is kept from 
it. Ploughing conserves moisture 
and also provides a chance for air to 
get into the soil, hence it is an aid to 
the decomposition of vegetable mat- 
ter and the liberation of plant food, 
There is likely to be more available 
plant food to give a vigorous growth 
to the crop in fall ploughing than in 
spring ploughed land, 

Nearly every farm is now running 
short-handed. Crops must be cared 
for. Ploughing may be left. It 
would seem to us especially desirable 
for each man to use just as big a rig 
for ploughing as _ possible, Six 
horses on a gang plough will plow 
more than four or five, Every trac- 
tor available should be kept at 
ploughing just as many hours every 
day as itcan be. One of the reasons 
tractors have not proved more econo- 
mica! is that they have not been used 
enough days in the year, We-be- 
lieve that in many cases through com- 
munity teamwork, plans can be made 
so that the possible amount of man 
labor will result in the maximum of 
fall ploughing. 


Imperial, Harmony 


The Secret of the Greatness of the 
British Commonwealth, 


In the word “compromise” lies the 
secret of Imperial harmony, With 
it, everything is possible t/ the Em- 
pire. Without it, all the talk of our 
far-flung greatness is but as the 
crackling of thorns under a pot. The 
Imperial problem is not a political 
enigma or a vast involved and intri- 
cate question of statemanship, It is 
ultimately an affair in which the com- 
mon sense of great numbers of men 
living in divers part of the world is 
pitted against gusts of local emotion, 
of prejudice and of mutual suspicion. 
General Smuts says in effect that the 
Imperial machine can only maintaig 
its world-momentum when there is 
ample and voluntary give-and-take 
between its component parts. He 
himself a victim to the inexorable 
pressure of facts, is now a convert 
to the British Commonwealth concep- 
tion of greatness as against the one- 
time ring-fence Republicanism for 
which he fought so welltwenty years 
ago.—Natal Advertiser.

Alberta’s Wealth ¢ 


Total Agricultural Revente This 

Year Will Exceed All Previous 

Records, J 

The Calgary Herald says editorial- 
ly: In spite of the late spring and an 
beanagen short growing season, Ale 
berta will have by far the greatest 
wheat crop in its history, according 
to the Bureau of Statistics which esti- 
mated that the wheat yield of this 
province would be 82,972,000 bushels, 
This product establishes a record, for 
the greatest previous harvest was that 
{of 1915 when 60,000,000 bushels o® 
wheat were threshed. Not only is 
the production larger by nearty 23,- 
000,000 bushels than in 1915, but the 
value of the wheat in the open market 
is more than two and a half times as ~ — 
great. It is figured out that if this 
year’s wheat brings an average of 
-$2.60 a bushel, the revenue to Al- 
berta’s farmers from this department 
alone will be $215,727,200 as against a 
revenue of $50,000,000 in 1915 and 
$63,349,000 in 1919, + 

In addition to this valuable wheat 
crop there is a splendid yield of oats, 
124,958,000 bushels, so the bureau esti- 
mates, and of rye, of barley, of flax, 
of potatoes and root crops, of alfalfa 
and of hay. The livestock was never 
in better shape than at present and 
there were never. more cattle in Al- 
berta than to-day, for the natural in- 
crease plus the importations, have 
more than made up for the decrease 
following last year’s drought, 

What Alberta’s total agricultural 
revenue will be can only be estimat- 
ed, but it should be at least double 
that of any preceding year. Wheat 
and oats will produce approximately 
| $300,000,000 and the other farm pro- 
ducts should be worth another $150,- 
000,000, Manufactured products and 
coal will bring the total to at least 
$500,000,000. ; 

When it is considered that a few @° 
years ago Alberta had absolutely no 
exportable products, the record of 
this province must be regarded as 
nothing less than remarkable. 

When it is further considered that 
it is estimated that there are 105,000,- 
000 acres of land available for cultiva- 
tion in Alberta, and that only 7,000,- 
000 acres are under cultivation, a dtin 
comprehension of the great’ future 
production and prosperity of Alberta 
may be obtained. 

Literally, Alberta is only in the in- 
fancy of its production stage. 


The Farm Products 
Of Saskatchewan 


Over Half of the Spring Wheat of the 

Dominion Grown in the Province 

A statement by the Bureau of Stat- 
istics of the Provincial Department 
of Agriculture of Saskatchewan 

| shows that the agricultural products, 
for the fiscal year ended April 30, anda 
the livestock held in the province, 
were valued at $636,415,107, an in- 
crease of $50,681,750 over 1918, The 
value of the livestock in the province 

in 1919 showed an increase of $3,648,- 
735 over the preceding year. 

Of the grain acreage.of the Domin- 
ion, Saskatchewan furnished last year 
57.32 per cent, of the spring wheat;

! states of the union indicates that the 
province climbed in 1919 to second 
place, after having dropped to fourth 
place in 1918, and this in spite of the 
fact that the total grain production 
of the province was 200,000 bushels 
less in 1919 than in 1918, and no less 
than 163,000,000 bushels short of the

Concrete Testing Campaign 


To Determine Best Methods For Use 
In West. 

A thorough concrete-testing cam- 
paign in Alberta and the other west 
ern provinces is about to be com- 
menced, Action was taken in the 
matter of the recent engineering con- 
vention in Banff, at which a commit- 
tee was appointed to collect funds for 
the work and to engage one or more 
expert cément chemists. 

The investigations of the commut-

Mr, Dick, formerly Mining En- 
gineer to the Commission of Conser- 
vation, is a recognized authority on 
Canada’s fuel and power problema, 
and his research work has gone far 
towards indicating the methods by 
which these problems must be solv- 
ed. Extension of the use of pulver- 
ized fuel is one phase of the solution.

'Waterproofing 
Silo Walls 


The Coating Which Promises Best 
Results is Paraffin. 


It i§ very essential that silo walls | 
be made as nearly waterproof and air-; 
tight as possible. Various ways o 
doing this are available, cither by 
making a dense rich concrete, by 
mixing a Waterproof compound with 
the concrete, by a rich cement plas- 
ter, of by some kind of a protective 
coating. 

The coating most commonly ap- 
plied hag been coal tar thinned with 
gasoline and applied with a paint 
brush, or else heated and applied with 
the large brush used for this purpose. ; 
Asphalt or bitumen and other ma- 
terials are sometimes applied in the 
same way, but the one which prom- 
ises the best results is paraffin, These 
coatings not only seal up small air 
leaks and effectually prevent seepage, | 
bit also prevent the very slow action 
of the weak silage acids on the con- 
crete, This effect of the acids, how- 
ever, is so slight as to be of no par- 
ticular importance, 

According to directions given by 
the U.S. Department of Agriculture, 
paraffin may be applied cither hot or 
cold, With the cold method, four 
pounds of paraffin should be dissolv- 


ed in one-half;gallon of gasoline or 
naptha to make one gallon of the 
saturated solution. This is applied 


to the surface with a brush and pene- | 
trates the pOres of the concrete to a 
considerable extent. One gallon will 
cover about 200 square fect. The 
gasoline soon evaporates, leaving the 
paraffin in the pores. In using this 
method, there must be good ventila- 
tion in the silo and there must be no 
lights or fires nearby as the gasoline 
is not only poisonous to breathe and 
very irritating to the eyes, but is very 
explosive when mixed with air, be- 
sides the usual danger from fire. 
With the hot method, 6 1-2 pounds 
of paraffin are melted to make a gal- 
lon of the hot solution. Two buckets 
of paraffin should be used, one to be 


heating while the other is applied. 
The work should be done on a warm 


day, and a blowtorch should be used 
to warm the wall.ahead of the appli- 
cation and also to thin and spread 
the layer of paraffin. One gallon 
will cover about 250 square feet of 
surface. 

The amount of paraffin required for 
any silo can be determined by finding 
the number of square feet in the sur- 
face by multiplying the diameter in 
feet by 3 1-7 and this by the height. 
For the cold method dividing the 
number of square feet by 200 and 
multiplying by four will give the 
number of pounds required. For the 
hot method, dividing by 250 and mul- 
tiplying by 6 1-2 will give the num- 
ber of pounds, 

Thus for a 14x30 silo, the surface is 
14x3 1-7x30 or 1320 square feet. For 
the cold method this would require 
1320 divided by 200 times four or 264 | 
pounds of paraffin; while the hot 
method would require 1320 divided by 
250 times 6 1-2 or 34.5 pounds. 


Progress of Machinery 


Clever Inventions Do Complicated 
Work Very Efficiently. 
Inventors are designing scores of 
machines that automatically do work 
so complicated that it has heretofore 


been done only by hand. Some of! 
these are remarkably efficient andj 
clever. Current opinion lists a few 
of them as follows: 

Machines that will automatically 
make boxes from sheets of cardboard, 
put them together, tuck in the bot- 
tom end, place jar or bottle with cir- 
cular, or directions therein and then 
tuck in the top, making a complete 
cartoned package without the touch 
of the human hand. Machines that 
will build up a carton or box, weigh 
and fill the same with powder or a 
floury substance, place cover on box, 
then wrap, the box completely with a 
printed wrapper and then place a 
trade mark seal on each end of the 
package. Machines that will label 
bottles (120 per minute), bottles fed 
from magazine and labelled automa- 
tically. Machines ironing and fold- 
ing sheets, pillow cases, towels, hand- 
kerchiefs and napkins. Machines 
folding and labelling shoe and cor- 
set laces automatically. Machines 
that will assemble and wrap hard 
candles, rolling them into a package, 
producing 25,000 packages a day. 
Machines that will automatically 
wrap cigars in paper and foil. Ma- 
chines that automatically wrap sand- 
wiches or fold paper napkins, Ma- 
chines for automatically assembling 
jand producing various kinds of but- 
tons and for cracking al! kinds of 
nuts.

To obtain the use of one of these 
libraries the community must make 
its appeal through some organizat 
or group of citizens recognized as be 
ing of a representative and respons 
ible character. The use of the lib- 
rary is not restricted to members of 
any organization, but,is open to all; 
it is kept in a place easily accessible, 
and is open for lending purposes at 
least one week, 

The only charge imposed upon ihe 
borrowers is a fee of five cents for 
each borrower's card, which will | 
a whole season, This 
proximately pays carrying cha 
the books.

Alberta Butter Has Won Signa) 
Honors in the Last Few 
Years. 


Edmonton may well lay claim to 
being the creamery city of Canada, 
there being no fewer than six cream- 
eries operating at that point, four of 
these having buying stations at hun- 
dreds of towns and villages in the 
north. Not only do these firms buy 
milk and cream from the district sur- 
rounding each station, but a huge 
business is transacted in poultry and 
eggs. In some of the most produc- 
tive districts over $1,000 a day is dis- 
tributed in midsummer to the farm- 
ers who supply products to the 
creamery stations. Alberta butter 
has won signal honorg at more than 
one American and Canadian show 
during the last few years. Almost 
invariably the winning entry was the 
output of Edmonton creameries. In 
Winnipeg at the 1920 Dairy Conven- 
tion the three highest awards were 
won by Alberta butter, first prize be- 
ing won by an Edmonton dairy, Ed- 
monton butter had been gaining great 
favor in Britain, France and Belgium, 
in addition with a con- 
stantly growing demand across the 
international boundary. ‘The manu- 
facture of ice cream in 
1919 reached nearly 250,000 pounds, 
and cheese half a million pounds, 
The city and provincial health de- 
partments maintain a close system of 
inspection over the dairies and of 
dairy herds in the district as far as 
possible.
